Of course a candidate’'s rec-
ord figures strongly in his abil-
ity to be reelected.

While Benstead appeared to
have the edge over Drale
throughout Torrance, Jahn led
Garrabrant in Allied Gardens,
Walteria, Seaside, Morth Tor-
rance, trailing in ‘Hollywood
Riviera and central Torrance,
according to the individual pre-
cinet break-downs.

The importance of active, or-
ganized support could be seen
in the amount of votes amassed
by the candidates of the two
major opposing slates. Beverly
B. Smith of the Drale ticket
ended in fifth place while Wil-
liam E. King, Jr., of the Ben-

tries Tax Committee, the Coor-
dinating Council, and organized
labor.
